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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hehbyrn  Urban  District  Coynes!. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting'  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  LTrban  District  and  the  work  in 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1959, 

The  [arrow,  Hebburn,  Felling'  and  Boldon  United  Districts  (Medical 
Officer  of  Health)  Amendment  Order  1959  extended  the  area  of  the 
Linited  Districts  of  Jarrow,  Hebburn  and  Felling-,  which  had  existed 
since  1953  to  include  the  Urban  District  of  Boldon.  The  whole  area  now 
covers  almost  15,000  acres  ; this  Order  came  into  effect  on  1st  April,  1959 
and  increased  my  responsibilities  as  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  to  serve  a 
total  population  of  105,000. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  bod}^  of  the  report; 
there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I would  like  to  comment. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose  during'  the  year  b}’  200  to 
24,170;  the  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  283.  The 
birth  rate  shows  a slig-ht  rise  to  23.3  ; the  standardised  l)irth  rate  (i.e. 
g'raded  for  ag-e  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population)  was  20.7  which 
was  substantially  in  excess  of  the  fig-ure  of  16.5  for  Eng'land  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortalitv  rate  showed  a verv  substantial  and  n-elcoine 
reduction  to  14.2 — by  far  the  lowest  ever  recorded;  this  compares  most 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  22.0  for  Eng-land  and  Wales,  which  was  also 
the  lowest  national  rate  on,  record. 

The  death  rate  of  11.6  shows  an  increase  compared  with  10.6  for 
the  previous  year  and  the  standardised  death  rate  ag-ain  exceeds  that  for 
England  and  Mffiles.  This  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  occurred 
almost  entirely  in  males,  the  diseases  largely  responsible  for  this 
increased  mortalitv  being-  Cancer  of  the  Stomach,  Bronchitis  and 
\kiscular  Diseases  of  the  Central  Nervous  System  (i.e.  “Strokes”,  cere- 
bral haemorrhag-e,  etc.).  This  last  cause  of  death  occurs  mostly  in  old 
ag'e  and  must  .undoubtedly  become  more  prevalent  with  an  ever  increas- 
ing- expectation  of  life.  It  is  less  easy  to  account  for  the  increased 


mortality  from  Cancer  of  the  Stomach;  this  organ  is  commonly  subject 
to  much  abuse  including  the  frequent  consumption  of  very  hot  fluids  such 
as  tea  or  coftee  at  temperatures  which  would  quite  readily  cause  severe 
burns  of  the  skin.  Such  repeated  injury  over  a period  of  years  is  a 
possible  factor  in  the  rather  obscure  causation  of  this  disease— the  second 
commonest  type  of  cancer  in  males.  There  was  an  increase  of  almost 
50%  in  the  mortality  from  Bronchitis — a disease  long  associated  with 
<itmos]3lieric  pollution. 

In  this  connection  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  668  tons  of  solid 
deposit  fell  on  the  2.6  square  miles  of  the  Urban  District  as  compared 
with  650  tons  during  the  previous  year.  A start  has,  however,  been 
made  in  tackling  this  \ ital  problem  and  the  first  Smoke  Control  Order 
comes  into  efl'ect  on  1st  September,  1960;  the  Council  have  further 
agreed  to  proposals  which  should  ensure  that  the  entire  Urban  District 

becomes  smokeless  within  the  next  10  wears.

I must  once  again  refer  to  wdiat  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
serious  and  ever  increasing'  epidemics  of  modern  times — Lung  Cancer. 
In  1949  this  disease  caused  11,000  deaths  in  England  and  W ales.  These 
figures  increased  by  1,000  each  3'ear  so  that  last  yeai  the  number  of 
deaths  had  risen  to  21,000 — almost  doubled  in  a decade!

In  order  to  place  this  disease  in  proper  perspective,  the  foregoing 
comparison  with  the  mortality  irom  poliomyelitis  and  motor  vehicle 
accidents  is  of  interest.  These  two  topics  are,  cjuite  rightly,  a matter  of 
great  public  interest  and  concern  and,  in  consequence,  receive  widespread 
publicity.  WT  cannot  travel  far  without  seeing  posters  advertising'  road 
safct\’  or  the  benefits  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis.  In  contrast, 
one  seldom  sees  any  publicity  given  to  the  mortal  dangers  of  cigarette 
smoking  and  the  undoubted  association  with  lung  cancer.  Such  adver- 
tising', would  be  unpopular  w ith  vested  interests.  It  is  manifestly  absurd 
tliat  there  should  be  a need  for  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  com- 
pete w'itl'i  the  l.a\  ish  and  extensive  adviatising  campaigns  of  the  cigarette 
manufacturers;  the  introduction  of  certain  measures  of  statutory  control 
over  such  advertising'  deserves  serious  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  the  Chairmen,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  Ollaaals  and  m3’  staff  in  the  Health  Department.

B.  PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 

1.  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  is  roug'hly  rectangular  in  shape.  Its 
West  and  North  boundaries  are  formed  by  the  bend  of  the  River  Tyne. 
In  the  East,  Hebburn  and  Jarrow  have  a common  boundary  running 
approximately  north  and  south  fron-i  the  river.  The  Southern  limit  of 
the  Urban  District  is  contiguous  with  Boldon  Urban  District,  the  eastern 
half  of  which  follows  the  line  of  the  Newcastle-Sunderland  main  line 
Railway. 

The  Newcastle-South  Shields  Electric  Railway  runs  through  the 
District  parellel  to  the  course  of  the  River  Tyne  enclosing  the  Ship- 
building and  repair  yards,  a large  Electric  Gear  and  other  works.  Other 
Industries  in  the  area  include  Engineering,  Chemical,  and  Paint  Works. 
There  is  a large  Coke  Works  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Urban  District.

3.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Section  47 — Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  In  Need  of  Care

During  the  year  a number  of  cases  were  investigated  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and,  where  necessary,  admission  to  Hospital 
or  Hostel  was  arranged,  or  the  services  of  a home  help  were  provided.

Two  persons  died  during  the  year  who  had  no  known  relatives  and 
burial  had  to  be  effected  by  the  Council. 

4.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  Cleansing  Superintendent  has  kindly  supplied  the  following

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SECTION  F. 

Report  of  the  i^^edical  Officer  of  Health  on 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases, 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  1959  rose 
to  710  compared  with  235  in  1958;  this  figure  was  largely  accounted  for 
by  the  substantial  increase  in  Measles  notifications.  There  was  a slight 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough ; other  infectious  diseases 
showed  small  reductions  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

MEASLES. 

There  was  a moderate  epidemic  of  IMeasles  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year  1959  ; 562  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
67  the  previous  year.  The  common  biennial  epidemic  pattern  v.^as  thus 
maintained,  there  having  been  an  epidemic  in  1957  which,  althoug'h 
smaller  in  terms  of  cases  notified,  was  more  severe  in  character. 

DYSENTERY. 

D uring  1959  not  one  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified.  This,  how- 
ever, IS  no  cause  for  complacency  as  Sonne  Dysentery  continues  to  be 
endemic  on  Tyneside,  and  the  relatively  mild  nature  of  the  symptoms 
results  in  many  undiagnosed  cases  perpetuating  tlie  infection. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  was  a slig'ht  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  there 
being  76  cases  compared  with  67  during  the  previous  year.  Immunisation 
against  this  disease,  which  may  be  serious  in  early  childhood,  is  of 
undoubted  value,  and  is  offered  by  both  General  Practitioners  and  Local 
Health  Authority  Clinics. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  slight  reduction  in  tlie  number  of  females  notified  as  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  more  than  ollset  the  increase  in  tlie  num- 
ber of  males  notified.  Once  again,  the  majority  of  new  cases  were  to  be 
found  in  the  age  range  16  t > 35  years. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  renort  tliat  the  int'idence  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis was  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  only  one  case  having  been  notified 
during  the  year.
